Senator 
Lodge 
Contends 
President 
Had Right to Discharge Troops. 
W ashington, Jan, s.~ Senator I*odge 
addressed the senate Monday on the 
Brownsville, Tex., affair. 
Mr. Lodge 
said: 
“Two questions are here involved, 
a question of fact and a question of 
law. 
They are entirely distinct; they 
ought to he settled separately, and 
neither should he perm itted to cloud 
nor obscure the other in the public 
mind. 
T he question of fart may be 
stated in this way: 
T h ere was a 
shooting In the streets of Brownsville 
on t i e night of Aug. 13, 1906; houses 
w ere fired into. 
One man was killed 
and a lieutenant of police had his 
horse shot from under him, and was 
so seriously wounded in the arm that 
am putation 
was 
necessary. 
These 
farts are adm itted, and not disputed 
by any one. 
This shooting was done 
either by United States soldiers from 
F o rt Brown or by the inh ab itan ts of 
Brownsville. 
T here Is no one else, 
and it is not pretended th ere is any 
one else who could have done It. Tho 
president, secretary of w ar and offi­ 
cers of the arm y detailed to Inquire 
into the affair have decided th at the 
shooting was done by the soldlere, 
and furnish testim ony to sustain their 
opinions. 
T he Constitutional league, 
representing the soldiers, deny th at 
th<> shooting was done by the citi­ 
zens of Brownsville disguised In cast­ 
off uniforms of the troops, and pro­ 
vided wtlh explosive shells from the 
governm ent 
range, who 
com m uted 
this outrage for the purpose of cast 
ing odium on 
the troops of 
Fort 
Brown. 
“One of these two propositions m ust 
be 
proved, for general negations are 
of no use here. 
It will he the duty 
of the com m ittee, under the resolu­ 
tion, to take all possible testim ony 
and decide w hether this shooting was 
done by the soldiers or by 
* itizens 
of Brownsville. 
This Is a question of 
fact. 
In it is Involved not only tno 
innocence or guilt of the soldiers, but 
the innocence or guilt of the inhabit­ 
ants of Brownsville. 
"T he question of law is w hether 
th e president, lift dism issing these com­ 
panies w ithout honor, exceeded his 
power under the law and the consti­ 
tution. 
This question can he settled 
by our say just as well now, and I 
think b e tte r th an at any other time 
without the least regard for the com­ 
m ittee’s decision as to the question of 
facts." 
Mr. Lodge then argued that Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt had a legal right lo 
discharge soldiers w ithout honor. 
Mr. Culberson offered an am end­ 
ment to the F oraker n solution, which 
Senator F o rak er accepted, authoriz­ 
ing th e m ilitary com m ittee to visit 
Brownsville 
and take testimony. 
Mr. 
F oraker then asked unanim ous con­ 
sent of the senate that the resolution 
be m ade a special order daily after 
the m orning business until disposed 
of. 
To 
this 
Senator H eyburn o b ­ 
jected, saying there w ere o th er m at­ 
ters of equal, if not greater, Impor­ 
tance dem anding consideration. 
Mr. 
F oraker gave notice that he would 
withdraw his motion later; 
Mr. F o rak er followed S enator Lodge 
and spoke until 5:80 o’clock, giving 
notice that he would conclude T u es­ 
day. 
Previous to the Brownsville debate 
the senate listened to a two hours’ 
address on the Japanese question by 
Senator Cearin, who argued for a res­ 
olution declining the opening of nego­ 
tiations with Japan for a revision of 
our tie a ty with that nation. 
He fa­ 
vored sta te s rights. 
The galleries 
w ere crowded, and 
the debate was listened to with the 
closest attention 
by 
an 
unusually 
large num ber of senators.

Maine, P erkins of New York, Payne 
of New York and Mann of Illinois who, 
in his role of objector, led the fight in 
opposition. 
In presenting the reasons why the 
hill should be passed, Mr. C rum packer 
said the pow er given the postm aster 
general under the statu tes to Issue 
fraud orders was not at all adm inis­ 
trative discretion. 
It rath er partook 
of the nature of police power for the 
regulation of th e m orals of the peo­ 
ple of the country. 
Mr. 
C rum packer 
contended 
that 
the whole fraud order law w as an un­ 
usual proceeding in that, if it had 
been confined to institution and prac­ 
tices th at w ere essentially fraudulent 
or w ere inherently bad and crim inal 
such as "green goods concerns, lot­ 
teries, 
fly-by-night 
institutions, get- 
rich-quick establishm ents as original­ 
ly contem plated by congress, there 
would be no complaint against.”

read several advertise­
